Washington, March 9.—Refusal of 


rthe United States to participate in 
the Genoa conference may be viewed 
as the first step in a campaign of 
"tactful pressure" to promote eco- 
nomic rehabilitation of Europe, it 
was said today by a high official of 
the American government. It should 
not be regarded, this official said as 
indication of the. United States' de- 
sire to hold aloof from the grave 
problems confronting European na- 
tions. 
Secretary Hughes' note to Italy 


conveying 
the 
declination of the 


United States of the invitation to 
participate in the 
Genoa meeting 
should be interpreted, it was said, 
rather as an expression of Ameri- 
ca's willingness to aid whenever it 
was felt that its aid could be ren- 
dered effectively. 
The United States cannot afford to 


enter into a situation 
where 
the 
help 
expected from it cannot 
be 


given, officials 
explained, 
adding 
that the American government must 
be viewed as holding its support in 
abeyance 
until 
such time as the 


Kuropean 
nations "get 
down to 
brass tacks"' in the matter of settin 
their houses in order. 


Economic problems regarded by 


this country as of supreme import- 
ance in the, consideration of methods 
of world rehabilitation, include prin- 
cipally the arrangement of German 
reparations and balancing of budgets 
by certain foreign nations. 
"Without 
consideration of 
these 


•questions in the view of the United 
States, it was aid, there could be 
no practical attempt at world wide 
economic readjustment. 
It is improbable that there will be 


a change in the agenda of the Genoa 
conference berore its meeting on 
April 10 which 
would 
permit the 


United States to be represented. Of- 
ficials said the American ambassa- 
dor at Rome might attend the con- 
ference to report its proceedings to 
lliis government. 


Washington, March 8.—Because it 


believes there has been expulsion o_f 
questions which makes it not pri- 
marily an economic conference but 
rather "one of a political character," 
in which it "oculd not helpfully par- 
ticipate." the American government 
lias declined the invitation to take 
p.irt in the International Economic 
and Financial conference to convene 
at Genoa next month. The declina- 
tion was conveyed in a note yes- 
terday from Secretary Hughes to 
Ambassador Ricci of Italy, who had 
presented the invitation extended by 
iiis government pursuant to the res- 
olution adopted by the allied govern- 
ments at the Cannes conference. 
The note, made public last night, 


emphasized the desire of the Ameri- 
can people suitably to assist in the 
economic recovery of Europe, but 
stated that the United States govern- 
ment could not be unmindful of their 
"clear conviction" that they "should 
not unnecessarily become involved in 
European political questions." 
The 
note added that "questions appear to 
have been -excluded from considera- 
tion without the satisfactory deter- 
mination of which the chief causes of 
economic disturbance must continue 
to operate." 


AVtihbut the establishment in Rus- 
sia of the essential bases of produc- 
tivity, the note stated, the United 
States government believes "all con- 
sideration of economic revival to be 
futile."

pressed that this could not be se- 
cured "until adequate action is taken 
by those chiefly rcsponsibhle for Rus- 
sia's present economic disorder."

GENOA CONFERENCE 


London, March 9.—The decision 


of the United States not to partici- 
pate in the Genoa conference will 
not affect the date of, nor the plans 
for the conference ns far as Great 
Britain is concerned, it was stated 
officially today. 
The American refusal was r.o sur 
prise to official circles where tho 
realization exists that efforts, to 
consummate the results of the Wash- 
ington armament conference by the 
ratification 
of the various confer- 


ence 
treaties, 
are 
engaging the 


American 
government's 
attention 


primarily 
at 
present. 
Jt is the 
British belief that other nations in- 
vited to attend the Genoa meeting 
will be present. 
While it is known Russia desired 


American 
representation 
is not 


thought likely she will risk losing 
her long sought opportunity to re- 
enter the conference of the powers 
by declining to take part in the 
Genoa gathering.

SATS TREATY 
IS "ALLIANCE" 


Democratic Senator Says! 


It Will Not "Promote 
Peace" But Lead to 
Harm. 


Washington, March 9.—Pronounc- 


ing the four power Pacific treaty an 
"alliance." Senator Robinson, Demo- 
crat. Arkansas, in renewing senate- 
discussion of the pact today declared 
it would not promote peace, "but on 
tho contrary will invite the forma- 
tion of rival alliances and lead to 
great harm." 


Amendments were advocated by 
the Arkansas senator to pledge the 
signatories specifically against ag- 
gression and to provide that in any 
future Pacific controversy all the 
nations effected, whether signator- 
ies or not. shall be invited to join in 
the resulting conference. The former j 
qualification would be necessary to I 
effect any 
change in thcp resent j 
Japanese policies, 'he said, while the ! 
latter would so broaden the treaty 
as to protect the interests of Russia 
and other nations which in the fu- 
ture inicrht again become powerful in 
the Pacific." 
"This treaty," said Senator Rob- 


inson, "is advanced by its advocates 
as the greatest achievement of mod- 
ern times in the interest 
of world 


peace. With startling inconsistency 
they declare in the same breath that 
it imposes no obligation of duty up- 
on tho four powers to do anything 
besides confer. 


If this is all the treaty 
accom- 


plishes, it is worse than inconsist- 
ent it is hypocritical to contend that 
the future peace of the world and the 
happiness of mankind depend upon 
its certification. 
The negotiators of this treaty in 


fact did something more than to pro- 
vide for conferences in cases of dis- 
pute, between parties to the treaties, 
or acts of war against any of them 
by outside powers. The obligations 
under article 2 is to continue for a 
definite purpose, namely to arrive 
at an understanding as to the most . 
efficient measures to be taken and to j 
decide whether those measures shall 
be taken jointly or separately.

Special Train, March 9.—Refreshed 
by a good night's rest President 
Harding was looking forward en- 
thusiatically to the first days of his 
vacation when he arose this morn- 
ing aboard the special train which 
is carrying the executive and his 
party to Florida for a week's rest 
and relaxation. Since leaving Wash- 
ington late yesterday, the special 
had made good time and early today 
was skirting the lower sSouth Caro- 
lina coast. It is scheduled to arrive 
at St. Augustine, which will be the 
president's vacation at two O'clock 
this afternoon. 
The run through 


Virginia and the Carolinas has ijo 
far been without incident. 
President Harding and the mem- 


bers of his party, which in addition 
to Mrs. Harding, Secretary Chris- 
tian and Brigadier General Sawyer, 
his personal physician, includes at- 
torney General Daugherty, Speaker 
Gillett of the house and under sec- 
retary of state Fletcher all reported 
to bo enjoying the trip immensely. 


Elaborate precautions 
are being 


taken by the Coast Line railroad of- 
ficials to protect the special train 
on which the president is travel- 
ing. 
Every yard of track is being 


inspected by a pilot train running 
ahead of the special, with the gen- 
eral road master of the line riding 
on the rear of the pilot to make the 
inspection. No train is permitted to 
be operated or any

pilot train.

tional religious organizations, repre-

for all so-called political prisoners. 


A statement accompanying Mr. 


Debs letter said that all socialists 
who were federal prisoners now are 
free, but that many I. W. W. and 
others still were held in peniten- 
tiaries and that all must be freed. 
It is planned through the appeal 
to obtain one million signatures to a 
petition asking their release. 


Dublin. March 9.—Evacuation of 
tho Haul Bowline dock yards by 
the British has been ordered tempor- 
arily stopped by the provisional gov- 
ernment.

While in the east last bummer nt-

Conner found the note unpaid, in an 
old family trunk, which had bean 
given her years ago, for her dolls' 
clothes. 


Mrs. Conner took the note to an 
attorney who advised her that pay- 
ment could not be made without the 
passage by the Massachusetts legis- 
lature of a special act, for in 1821 tne 
legislature passed a bill calling for 
payment of all buch notes and pio- 
viding that interest would not be 
paid after a 
reasonable time was 


given for presentation. 


A bill has been introduced in the 


legislature, Mrs. Conner has been ad- 
vised, calling for payment of the 
note, and she has been notified to be 
ready to go east soon to attend a 
hearing on the matter.
